THE AFRICAN OWL. 

Under the title of owls, 
a breed of fancy pigeons 
Yas long been known to 
English fanciers, having 
been described and care- 
fully figured inthe “'vrea- 
tise on Pigeons,” pub- 
lished in 1785, and other 
old works on the subject. 
The birds of this breed 
were either blue, silver, 
or yellow, The blue was 
of a very Peer char- 
acter, the feathers of the 
neck being exceedingly 
brilliant, and sprinkled 
witha lighter tint; hence 
they were frequently 
termed powdered blue 
owls. 

Owls have always had 
prizes awarded to them 
at the shows, sometimes 
a single class being as- 
signed to them, at other 
times a class being made 
for each separate colour. 


At one of the shows 
held at the Crystal Palace 
rome eight or ten years 
since, a pairof exquisitely 
beautiful birds of a white 
colour, and very small in 
size, were shown in the 
variety class as Booz 
pigeons, from Tunis, 
They were exhibited by 
the gentleman who im- 
ported them into this 
country —- Mr. Vernon 
Harcourt, known to some 
© our older readers as 
the author of a valuable 
series of papers on sport 
in Algeria. ‘The slightest 
inspection showed them 
to be white owls of the 
most diminutive size, and 
possessing the properties 
or characters of the breed 
to a depree far surpassing 
the larger English speci- 
mens. 

Strictly speaking, per- 
haps these birds should 
not have been noticed in 
the class in which they 
were exhibited, as they 
ought to have been shown 
in the class of owls; but 
no fancier could be fonnd 
to object to the award of 
the first prize which was 
bestowed on them by 
Mesargs. Cottle and Bel- 
lamy. 1 recollect quite 
Welt looking atthem along 
With Harrison Weir, aud 
On noticing the prohibi- 
lory price Lam alraid we 
both broke the Tenth 
Jommandment. This was 
the first intraduction of 
African owls into, Bug- 
and; since that time nu- 
erous imporiations of 
White, blue, and black 
Shecimeng have taken 
Place. One of the finest 
Epecimens in England is 
yu thea possession of My, 
Sanday, of Holme Pierre- 
Pont, and has won tho 

'st prize at almost every 
®how at which it has been 
®Xhibited. 

The characteristics of 
African owls are exireme 
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seven ounces, Its ex- 
treme length from the tip 
of the beak to the end of 
the tail feathers, is eleven 
inches; and the length of 
the beak, measured in the 
usual manner from the 
front of the eye, barely 
three-quarters of aninch. 
The plumage is soft and 
delicate, the inner flight 
feathers being carried 
rather high on the back 
when the wing is closed. 
‘The rose or purle on the 
breast should be regular 
and open, but the chief 
pecaliarities are in the 
head. ‘Chis should be 
small and. round, and 
should gradually merge, 
as it were, into the short- 
hooked beak. The eye 
should be very large, full, 
and expressive; the iris 
dark, In many of the im- 
orted specimens the 
fied is iatter than in 
others; this gives alonger 
appearance to the beak, 
and detracts very much 
from the beauty of the 
bird. 


It ia almost impossible 
to imagive any more 
beautiful birds than these 
exquisite little toys; their 
small size, the beauty of 
the form, their exceeding 
gracofulness, the purity 
of the colour in the white, 
and regularity of mark- 
ings in the blue, render 
them most attractive, so 
that when they come into 
competition with the old- 
fashioned larger Bnoglish 
owls they never fail to 
secure the prizes, This, 
perhaps, isa circumstance 
10 be regretted, as the old 
powdefed blue and silver 
owls are birds of extreme 
beauty, and should not 
be suffered to pass away. 
Whether a distinct class 
for Kuglish and Foreign 
owls is desirable or not is 
yet & moot point with 
committees and. exhibi- 
tors, But it appears to 
me that ifseparate prizes 
for each were offered, the 
breeder of the English 
birds wouldimprove them 
by crossing with the 
African, and it would be 
impossible to draw the 
line between them. 


Vollowing the admira- 
hla plan so successfully 
laid down in the Poultry 
Chib “Standard of Ex- 
‘ellencé,” 1 suggest that 
the points of excellence 
in these birds should be 
as follows, so as to keep 
the total to the sama 
aumber, fifteen for all 
varioties of poultry and 
pigeons. Head, 25 ye, 
2; beak, 3; gullet, 2; 
colour, 2; size, 25 frill, 2; 
total, 16. 

Of course T put this 
forward merely «as a 
suggestion, aud rhall ba 
much pleaaed if it elicits 
any remarks either pro or 
con from other fanoiers of 
this beautiful variety.

A more miserable wind-up to the legitimate racing season at 
Newmarket, was never (in point of weather) experienced for man 
or beast, what between the elementary strife and the soddened 
state of the Heath. Still, the running was tolerably correct on the 
whole, and there was really nothing to complain of in the amount of 
apory provided, though the least said about the quality thereof the 

etter. 

.. Mr. Merry’s Derby followers were like motherless foals when The 
Student was atruck out of the Criterion, for they liked not his shirk- 
ing five or six rich engagements in succession, But the horse was 
worse in the Second October week than was generally credited, and 
even now has not quite got rid of his cough. We prepared our 
readers last week for his absence from the Houghton assembly, for 
even had The Student been convalescent, he had had no work to fit 
him for a Criterion tussle with such a colt as Lord Lyon, who had 
gone on improving ever since Doncaster, and had proved himself 
quite equal fo meet all comers. Though the Russley erack was an 
absentee, the Criterion fleld was a very fair one, some good-looking 
horses going to the post, Of course, Lord Lyon was the ‘observed 
of all‘observers,”’ and he is a grand-looking, lengthy, well-shaped, 
sweet-tempered animal ; and, as it oozed out that he had beaten his 
half sister, Gardevisure, at 10lb only, his victory was, of course, 
looked upon as a foregone conclusion, 9 to 4 being laid on him. 
Young Monarque has improved in appearance since we last saw him 
in public, and he ran a good, game horse, beating Janitor and 
Jack in the Green somewhat cleverly afi last for second place, but 
not being within a couple of lengths of Lord Lyon, who won the 
instant he was asked, and who strikes us as being likely to turn out the 
only sure stayer Parodigm has foaled, thanks, very probably,, tothe 
Stockwell affinity. Janitor was far from being himself, biit Jack in 
the Green was as ripe as he well could be, Claverhowse showed 
signs of soreness in his back ; and Hawthorn, though,@ very neat 
racing like colt, was as nervous as possible. The Rector is a heau- 
tiful goer, and wants time, None of them, however, weré within 
pounds of Lord Lyon’s form, and if Mr. Sutton does nob secure the 
Blue Riband with him he may safely oalculate upott the Two Thou- 
sand. At all events Lord Lyon will be thé standing winter favourite; 
for they are taking 7 to 1 very freely about him for tha Derbys and 
his late stable compeer, Rustic, whom Mr.. Sutton also bred antl 
only recently sold into the Danebury estiblishment, has quite the 
call of The Student and all the rest of them, On Wednesda, Meg 
Naylor's long talked of ‘‘ dark” Epsom candidate madé @ stiodeasful 
debut, but he had too much difficulty in shaking off Gutlock for the 
Glasgow Stakes to enlist us in his favour, besides which Beélzebub’s 
cutting up was too bad to be correct, After all the two-year-old 
running during the past week was neither interesting nor Important ; 
and there can be no question now that Lord Lyon, The Stadent, and 
Rustic, are quite the cream of the Dotby horses wo have had out 
this season; though the performances of Redan, Blas Riband; 
Janitor, and Strathconan must not be entirely overlooked ; nor th 

claims either of the dark Bribery colt and Bertie, The time, wil 

soon be at hand when we shall have to dideusy the moarité sud the 
demerits of the whole of the Derby and Two Thousand candidates ;

The Cambridgeshire Stakes race has boon @ most satisfactory one. 
The betting was genuine, which was quite & treat to note; And. tho 
struggle was an honest one from the beginning to thé exidiny; Three 
quarters of an hour was wasted away in trying to effect @ fair start, 
and at length 4 splendid one was made; but the fleld of thirty-six 
was scattered long before half the distance (1 mile, 240 yards) was 
traversed, the majority of the team being either * choppéd” at once 
by the pace or disliking the ‘‘collar work” from the turn of the 
lands. The Prince of Wales and his brother, Prince Alfred, attended 
also by the Duke of Cambridge and other distinguished gentlemen, 
was there to witness the magnificant struggle; for the finigh was a 
fine ono, a lot being clustered at tha distance, and it was oaly within 
a few score yards of home that Gardévisure and Nu quitted the front 
ruck to decide the issue. Little Carter sat as quict a¥ 2 lamb on 
Gardevisure until just home, for her temper was too uncerbain for 
him to dare to move upon her until the very last atride or $¥0, and 
the mare, responding when he did call, screwed ber neck in cleverly 
from Nu, and landed the £2,240 in stakes and £12,000 in bets for 


Mr. Richard Sutton, her populer and spirited owner, ‘hough ib was | being 


well known that Gardevisure had beaten Merry Wife (who was 


ln Weieduys for Sporling patrous, 
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considered the hill was unsuited to her, and that she could not 
stay any better than her relatives, Blue Mantle, Man-at-Arms, and 
King-at-Arms. She had never evinced a liking for more than three- 
quarters ; and her blood was decidedly against her when estimating 
her Cambridgeshire chance, Sheis by Vedette out of Paradigm 
(bred by Major Pearson in 1852) by Paragon out of Ellen Horne by 
Redshank out of Delhi by Plenipotentiary, Vedette was by Volti- 
geur out of a Birdcatcher mare (bred by Mr. A. Harrison in 1849) ; 
her dam, Nan Darrel, by Inheritor out of Nell by Blacklock. 
Neither were her antecedents on the Turf very favourable to her 
chance, as will be seen from the annexed, which we take from a 
contemporary :— ‘‘ Her first race was at Epsom Spring, where, 
carrying 8st 7lb, she won the Two Year Old Stakes, beating Tenny- 
son (second), Gontran (third), and seven .others, Eltham being one 
of them. At Epsom Summer, carrying 8st 71b, she won the Wood- 
cote Stakes, beating twelve others, including La Fortune (second), 
Puritan (third); Wedding Peal, and Eltham. At Stockbridge, carry- 
ing 8st 7lb, she won the Troy Stakea for-2- year-olds, beating Konig, 
(8st 7lb), Tennyson (8st 71b), Siberia (8st 71b), Sydmonton (8st 
101b), and four others. She ran, however, five times in the same 
year without winning. This year she ran six times before winning 
the Cambridgeshire, but her only victory besides was the Fernhill 
Stakes at Ascot, in which she carried 8st 111b, and beat 
Attaché, 3 yrs, 9st (second), Fleurette, 2 yrs, 6st 18lb (third), 
Qui Vive, 2 yrs, 7st 2lb, and five others.” After all, the chances 
are that had not Nu been “ messed about” as she had been during the 
preceding fortnight, sent from Newmarket to Berkshire, and then 
brought back again tohead-quarters to be schooled at “jumping,” the 
verdict might just have been reversed ; as it was she ran a good race, 
and could not have been better piloted. Sister to the Drake was 
home a bad third, the winner giving her a year and 6lbs. The Duke, 
however, could have been much nearer to Gardevisure, even at 23lbs 
difference, had he not fallen lame after rising the hill, which neces- 
sitated George Fordiam to ease him at once. The Danebury colt 
was wellin front at the time of the accident, running quite up to 
his Leger trial with John Davis at everweights, and confirming the 
correctness of his overthrow of Anchimedes in the match, A great 
good horse Master Richard also proved himself to be, as also did 
Regalia ; but Moldavia failed to run ap to the Vixen spin, and 
Gladiateur was one of the very first faily settled, the weight being 
preposterously heavy. Of course everyone knows that Salpinctes 
did not run because he had broken down, and the disasters both be- 
fore and during the race seem to haya .bean many. Provisor broke 
a blood-vessel in his head, in like: manner when he was pitted 
against Sidewind ; Elland and Bacchus fell lame, and we have heard 
of others who were crippled in the melée, Ostregor sadly deceived 
his friends, for there was a general rush all over the country last 
Saturday to be on him, and he carried more money than any other 
animal in the race, it soon becoming known that he had beaten 
Moulsey in a trial, It was that early knowledge that spoilt the 
good thing, probably, for we will never believe that he was fairly 
beaten upon his merits for the Cambridgeshire, We shall look out 
for him next season, but doubtless the handicappery will Hot forget 
him either. They ought not. Gardevistite iy the eighteenth three- 
year-old wo have seen win the Cambridgeshite Stakes ott of the

Racing on Monday wag maioly dependent for strevgth on the Cambridgoghtre 
Trial Handicap and the Criterion, but the public interest in the two-yr-old cons 
test was entirely déstroyeil by thé abseiied of Bindent, whose declining’ his third 
futumn engagement caused anything but pleasing sensations among the Derby 
backers of Mr. Merry’s son of Oxford. No fewer than thirty-five were entered 
for the Cambridgeshire Trial Handicap, and, from the influence the running 
therein of the stable companions often produces on the positioas of the 
favourites for the greatrace of thé mortow, the alfuir is invariably regarded 
With some degree of interest, and a large amount of betting is generally the 
result... As usual, the ‘ Cambridgeshire Lrial” commenced tho business of the 
week at the top of the town, . Nineteen runnera were telegraphed out of. the 
thirty five originally handicapped, Touriste, Balham, Overture, Raglan, Camball, 
and Nukuheva being considered “best in,” and ail found supporters in the 
betting-ring, the “ office’ being so strony in favour of fouriste that he had the 
call of everything, aud left off favourite at L00to 30. It will be seen that the 
race resulted in au easy victory for Saladin, who beat Sundeelah and The Clown 
in a canter, directly he got on terms with his horses.. Baladin was, it will be 
remembered, backed heavily for a handicap at the last meeting, (won by Lady of

THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE DAY,—VISIT OF THE PRINCE OF WALES 
AND PRINCE ALFRED, 


Notwithstanding that Tuesday opened dull and cloudy, the weather cleared up 
shortly after the breakfast hour, and the early morning was bright and compara: 
tively warm, reminding one of the early spring more than the end of October, 
The report circulated on the previous evening, to the effect that the Prince of 
Wales intended to honour the Heath with his presence, proved correct, and the 
hoecessary arrangements for the Royal party were made both at the London ter- 
minus and at Newmarket. An immense increase of company arrived by the 
morning trains, those from the metropolis being crammed, and there was a 
ldrgeaccession of visitors from the surrounding districts, swarms ofcountry people 
being evidently tempted to the spot from the news having become widely spread 
that the Heir to the Throne would visit the Heath. The principal feature was 
the additional force in which Out-and-Outer had been brought, and he advanced 
to 100 to 6takenfreely, Moldavia, too, continued in such demand that it became 
afioe point between this representative of Mr. Hodgman’s stable and Gladiateur 
and Provisor, 8 tol being offered on the field, and that price was accepted 
About each of the three.

Gibraltar), No. 82 (Tattoo), No, 35 (Monitor), No. 88 (3wordsman), No, 37 
seal No, 40 (La Valasse), No. 41 (Mathilde), No. 42 Filbert), No 46 (Blackie) 
No. 47 (Nukuheya), No. 43 (First Born), No, 52 (Agatha), No. 66 (Troubadour), 
No. 53 (Sir Charles), No. 60 (Wedding Peal), No. 62 (Kate Hampton), No. 64 
(Curtain Lecture), and No, 65 (Elsinore), “It will be perceived herefrom that 
the runners were thirty-Six strong, being below those of the two preceding 
years, as forty contested in 1863, and thirty-eight in 1864, Never has a more 
remarkable field of horses gone down to the post for the Cambridgeshire, in- 
cluding ag it did such animals of mark as the winner of the treble event—Tiwo 
Thousand, Derby, and St. Leger—and Regalia, the winner of the Oaks, to say 
nothing of the minor Juminaries Breadalbane and The Duke. Large crowds 
surrounded the weighing-room, whore the chief business was ticking off on the 
cards the actual runners, and ascertaining the jockeys of the favourites. 
Throngs;sarroundéd the competitors, who saddled at the stables at the Cam- 
bridgeshire flnish, but those who desired to indulge in a pre-inspection of the 
mighty Gladiateur were doomed to disappointment, as the crack underwent his 
toilette in a more secluded part of tha Heath, away from the obtrusion of the 
pophlace and the valgar gazi. ‘The lot were gof under orders at the post ia 
capital time, but, as may be anticipated with such a large field, the spectators 
were almost resigned to the delay which ogourred before the squadron could be 
finally despatched, The Prince of Wales and his illustrious companions were 
particularly interested in the entire proceedings, and Sir Fréderick Johnstone 
and other notdvilities were evidentiy busily engaged in pointing ont to their 
Royal Highnesses all the more famous of the competitors. Betting up to the 
close, and an accurate and graphic description of the race, will ba fougda below. 
Gladiateur’s friends increased in strength and confidence up to the finish, and 
“the renchman,” notwithstanding his extraordinary weight, left olf first 
favourite, at6tol, Moldavia and Provisor also. continued in demand, while 
Out-and-Outer, Gratitude, and several others were supported, aud it is not a 
little singular that the outsiders, Gardevisure and Nu, Were returned at the 
same odds, 33 to 1, Moldavia’s friends succeeded in getting their hors? a8 good 
a favourite as Gladiateur at the close, and such strong support did Ostregor re- 
ceive in the last hour that8 to 1, and even shorter prices, were accepted in the 
eagerness to get on, The thir'y-six competitors were at the post upwards of 
three-quarters of an hour, aud there were several breakings away and occasional 
displays of fractiousness. Gladiateur, who had been specially schooled in how 
to get off quickly, seemed a perfect’ Triton among the minnows, and, a3 was re- 
marked by an ex-jockey, after inspecting the lot, it was 10 to Lon him according 
to grandeur and looks, bat £100 to aglass of bitter ale against at such a tre- 
mendous weight. He was perfectly tractable when under Mr, M’George’s 
orders, aud in the false attempts Invariably got well away. We may state here 
that Gardevisure displayed that brilliant speed for wht-h she was noted as a 
two year old, and virtually won a long way from home, little Carter never mov- 
ing on her till tha right moment, when she iauded by a neck from Nu and

slightly jn the rear of the ethers, On talrly getting nto their statde, Moldavia — 
took up the running, fo lowed by Le Mandarin, Master Richard, and Regalia on 
the lower ground, aid Garccvisure, Nu, and Sister tu the Drake on the extreme 
Tight.

KITCHEN GARDEN. 


Make it a rulo never to allow the haulm, leaves, &ec., of plants to 
remain on the ground when the crop is gathered; a convenient place 
outside the garden should be appropriated for the garden refuse; an 
as the leaves, &c., are wheeled to the heap, let a sprinkling of ashes 
or charred refuse be placed over each layer, by which means @ 
hoap of valuable manure will be formed. When the ground is dry pro- 
ceed with digging up vacant spaces, throwing it into ridges that a 
land may the more effectually be exposed to the influence of frost. I 
should also ba arule to double-split or trench land each alternate yoar 
at least ; but when two crops are taken off the same piece yearly, 
trenching should alternate with digging each time the ground is 
cropped. Artichokes, cut down any remaining flower stalks, remove 
a few of the large outer leaves, and cover the roots with dry litter or 
old tan; itis acommon but erroneous plan to earth them up with the 
soil between the plants. Beet, take up the roots carefully, and having 
divested them of leaves preserve them in sand in the same manner as 
carrots. Broccoli, this is an excellent period for laying spring broo- 
coli, It is best performed by two persons, one on each side of the 
drill or row. Keopa good trench and sink all the heads to the north, 
burying the stems in soil up to and even amongst some of the lower 
leaves. Cucumbers, keep thom securely tied to the trellis, and the 
shoots stopped as recommended, slightly syringe them every fine day, 
and give air at all favourable opportunities. Dwarf Kidney Beans, 
another sowing should now be made. Keep the first crop duly sup 
plied with water. This must be particularly attended to when they 
are in flower, for if allowed to become dry at that time, the whole of 
the bloasom will fall off without setting. Lettuce, give air at every 
favourable opportunity, more particularly to the young plants. The 
cabbage varieties intended for winter use will not need it so freely, 
Mushrooms, take advantage of wet days for making fresh mushroom 
beds and clearing out those that are spent ; also, collect and preparé 
droppings for forming fresh beds, by spreading them in a shed and 
turning them over every day until they are sufliciently dried to pre- 
vont excessive fermentation after putting up. Parsnips, it is generally 
more convenient to have them taken up and stored in the root cellar 
than to dig them up as wanted. ‘Taking them up should, therefore, 
be immediately attended to. Potatoes, in mild and favourable situations 
afew may be planted to come in for early use, but there are few 
places where this can be practised with safety. Rhubarb, the forcitg 
of this and sea-kale must soon be attended to, and where thore 18 a 
good stock of strong roots, a supply will be easily kept up. The 
mushroom-house when there is room, forms very suitable and con- 
venient place for forcing them. The roots should be placed ina slight 
hotbed of warm dung, filling up the intervals between them with ol 
tan, or the soil and manure mixed, from an old mushroom bed, giving ® 
good watering to wash it in amongst the roots. The bottom heat 
should not exceed 70 deg., as too much heat is not favourable to secut- 
ing strong growth; but except for the first crop it may be dispense 
with altogether. Scorzonera and Salsafy may now be taken up an 
preserved like other culinary roots. 


FRUIT GARDEN 

Now that the summer’s business is fairly at an end, it is time to 
take steps to provide against an inordinate pressure of business in the 
forthcoming spring, for any arrears of autumn or winter business 4 
that busy period will prove a great hindrance to the carrying out® 
properly devised system through the ensuing season, and can only be 
justified ontheground of necessity. Planting, pruning, training. tronch- 
ing, &e., are matters that belong peculiarly to thedormant period. ‘Th® 
habits of fruit trees vary, more especially as tothe manner of forming an 
exhibiting their buds. Thus there is no difficulty in distinguishing the 
bearing portions of the Apple or of bush fruit in general, whilst the 
Apricot and the Filbert are at this period somewhat obscure in re- 
gard to these points. Even in the pear, more especially in some of 
the newer kinds, and such as the Passe Colmar, the Seokle, the Marié 
Louise, and some others, it is difficult to prune with safety in the 
early part of winter. For these reasons, therefore, prune bush fruit the 
moment you can find time. Follow closely with Cherries, Plums, a? 
Apples, and towards Christmas lay aside the knife until the early pat 
of February, when the Filberts will be blossoming, then'after a slight 
thinning of a crowded and inside spray, male catkins may be brought 
if requisite, and suspended among the bushes. By this time the true 
blossom-buds of the Apricot may be distinguished with certainty, a0 
the trees may, therefore, be immediately pruned. The Peach ab 
Nectarine will succee 1 the Apricot, and these may be followed by th? 
Pear, and lastly by the Fig. In pruning bush fruit, thin liberally: 
Let no two branches in the Black Currant and Gooseberry touch whe? 
finally thinned; these seldom require shortening, an equal and judi- 
cious thinning is everything here. In pruning Apples the thinning 
of the branches or old wood should bo the first step. This, howevels 
requires caution, The late Mr. Knight, of Downton Castle, was much 
opposed to cutting out large limbs, unless a strong necessity existed 
In thinning the young wood of espaliers, the first point is to secure ® 
free admission of light to all parts of the tree, 


FLOWER GARDEN, 

Chrysanthemums will soon be in flower hero, let them be tied so 94 
to display their blossoms to the best advantage. Fuchsias and such 
things, if not already protected for winter must soon receive attention 
Dry fern is an excellent material for covering the stems, &c., of plants 
that require a slight protection in winter. The Dablias must be marke 
and numbered forthwith. Let all bulb-planting be completed imm* 
diately. Planting evergreen and deciduous shrubs may now be pe 
formed with every chance of success. Be very careful to secure trade 
planted shrubs against wind, especially if large; these should never 
left until they are properly staked, or otherwise made fast, for whe? 
this ia put off it frequently happens thatthe rootsare injnred in co?” 
sequence of the tops being rocked about by the wind, ‘The weathet 
has asstmed an aspect so decidedly wintry, that farther hope for 4 
lingering beauty of the flower-beda can scarcely be indulged }™ 
Roses may now be transplanted, preparations should be made to Tf 
ceive such subjects. Fresh loam, rotten dang,and burnt earth, form an 
excellent compost. Hardy creepers should be examined at this 
season, and all unnecessary spray removed, and their security from ihe 
blasts of winter ensured. Examine stakes and ties generally, As soar 
asthe greater part of the leaves are off the tress, let the pleasor 
ground be thoroughly cleaned and swept; the leaves if in sufficie? 
quantity should be stacked up for forcing purposes, covering 
borders, and the like. Such parts of the lawn as are near the howe 
should be swept daily to remove leaves and wormeasts, and the Bravho 
walks should be frequently rolled to preserve a smooth surface. tae 
present is a good time for re-arranging the herbaceous ground, rehe 
which is rendered necessary every two or three years by many of 
free-growing plants becoming too large. 

GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY. of

DEATH OF MR. GEORGE MARTIN, 

is wit folgned regret we have to announce the demise of Me, George 
Ra hide Spropeletor of the Royal Oak Park G rounds, Manchester, which 
sad event took place last Saturday morning at half-past two o'clock. He 
was comparatively young, being only thirty-nine years of age, and has left a 
widow aud six young children totally unprovided for, his liabilities swaliow- 
ing up all he died possessed of. For several weeks past Mr. Martin displayed 
unmistakeable signs of mental aberration, until about a fortnight ago it was 
found necessary to place him under restraint, but the immediate cause of 
death was the bursting of a blood vessel upon the brain, Tho late respected 
proprietor of the Royal Oak was brought up to the trade of a boot closer, but 
he soon evinced a predilection for pedestrianism, in which parsuit he met 
with considerable success, and for some time was the champion wt hurdle 
jumping. He thon took the well-known peds, Mower, Nevin, and White, out 
with him to the United States, where he engaged them in tatches against 
the cream of the Yankee fleet of foot, In the course of his travels in America 
Martin met with Deerfoot (whose real name by the way is Louis Bonnett,and 
the proprietor of a farm in Baifalo), whom he brought to Kuglaud, ana his 
master mind then concovted that grand sonsation, the Deerfot mania,” Un- 
paralleled in the aanals of pedestrianism. That brillians ‘ coup ” stamped 
Martin as a genius, and we firmly believe that no man breathing could have 
planued aud carried out sucha gigantic scheme with the same amount of 
suecess. His next and list Step wis the laying out and making the Royal 
Oak Park Grounds, near Manchester, about 25 aeres in extent, aud without 
exception the finest and most extensive pedestrian ¢nelosure in the kingdom. 
It ig only eighteen qwonths since the grounds were inaugurated, and during 
that short period they have been the scene of the most brilliant and wouder- 
ful contests ever witnessed. Hero it was that Lang and Richards completed 
one mile in four min 17g sec, the shortest time on record, and it is not long 
since that the half mile was traversed here in the shortest time ever known. 
Since the Royal Oak Park was opened the largest prizes ever offered for 
competition have been given, and the result has been thet the leading cracks 
of the pedestrian world have there competed, and to show the patronage 
bestowed by the public in return for spirited catering we may mention that 
on the occasion of the mem»rable one mile race here on the 23th of Juue last 
year, nearly 30,000 persons were present. George Martin’s name had become 
us familiar as a household word, and itis an undeniable fact that no man ever 
did so much as he in the cause of pedestrianism. We cau ill attord to spare 
him, and we look round in vain for a worthy successor to fill his placo. 

Truly may it be said that he, intellectually speaking, worked himselfout before 
his time, But, having all the appearanco of robust health, no one thought that 
he was over-exerting himseif ; how sadly deceptive these appearances were has 
been fully realised by the result. His was not the mind to succumb to obstacles, 
for no such word was in his vocabulary, andanything that he had once deter- 
mined to do—he did with all the energy that was in his nature, and rarely, if 
ever, failed. It may be said of him with truth, that he died ia harness, for his 
schemes, immatured and matured, were of a character to dazzlo all but himseit, 
His fame a8 an originator of pedestrian sports had traversed more than the 3,000 
miles which separates the eontineatof Europe trom that of America, aud in 
that country as well as here, his name and fame will long be romembored.

ROYAL ENGLISH OPERA, 


Moyerbeer’s latest and most elaborate work, the ‘already world- 
famous “ Africaine,” was produced at the Royal English Opera on 
Saturday night last, with a completeness, as to musical and scenic 
arrangements, not hitherto achieved in this country—the abbreviated 
Version recently presented by the director of the Royal Italian Opera, 
failing to represent the great composer's work in the form in which he 

ad taken such extraordinary pains to give itto the world. Many of 
he excisions made by the editors of the Royal Italian Opera score, 
Wore certainly of ® most completely arbitrary nature, passages of a 
ew bars lengtu, but of vital iuiportance to the sense of the scenes in 
which they cccurred, having been Yu'blessly cat out. To the critical 
Portion of the audience alone, probably, were these tamperings with 
the composer's text, observable or offensive; but, on the other hand, 
all who assembled to listen to a work which its great author had left as 
a dying gift, and as the most highly wrought effort of his genius, 
naturally desired to hear it as nearly as possible under the conditions 
its author had prescribed forit. For our own parts, it is a subject of 
£Urprise and pain to contemplate the stupendous labour which has been 
expended by Meyerbeer on the treatment of this worst of all modern 
librettos. Hisdevotion and unfaltering belief in the beauty and perfect- 
hess of his own part of the work suggests uncomfortable feelings as to 
the egotiews of genius. It is hard to believe that he cared in the least 
about the wisera lé nonsense of the eceves and characters he wag viyi- 
fying and clothing with musical life, beauty, and grandeur, If heba 
ih the Jeast cared about tho * words” of * LtAtricaine, he mi 
have had five-and twenty lyrical drames on the subject written for him 
during tho five-and-twenty years of which ho spent so large a portion 
in the perfecting of this *Jubour of love.” This is not the place, how- 
¢yer, for speculations of this kind. In the version of “ Lr Africaing” 
Dow presented to the public, the sin of omission has been atone + y 
the restoration of a number of passages necessary to the musjeal 
completeness of various parts of the great work. The critic of ie 
Daily Telegraph, by the way, in noticing thesa improvements upon the 
Royal Italian Opera versiov, has made a-small blunder, “To the 
fecond «ct,” be says, ‘the alterations are more important, Thus the 
introductory recitative, in which the sleeping Vasco betrays tho sub- 
ject of his dreams, and Selika, his watchtul slave, the secret of her 
isart, gives greater significance to the berceuse that follows, The 
introductory recitative here spoken of was not given in its entirety by 
tho sleeping Vasco, Miss Louisa Pyne's singing of tte “ Slumber 
Song” inthis scene was dramatic and touching in the highest degree, 
thelast words, * Loye thee alone,” keing wonderfully passionate. Lhe 
singing of Mr. Alberto Lawrence also as Nelusko, in the same scene, 
produced a marked impression, the tenderness aud pleading emotion 
With which he repdered “Ever my queen these lips shall cal thee,’ 
surprising us by the vocal and dramatic power sey evinced. ‘To 
Madame Sherrington the honours of the evening must be awarded for 
her exquisitely fluent singing and fine acting, as Inez, We cannot 
help expressing regret that Miss Pyno should have ‘made no attempt 
to mect the dramaticrequirements of the part of Selika. She has lost 
a fine opportunity, and ullowed the secondary character in the opera to 
obtain nodue prominence by the skilful acting of the lady who sustains 
it, Of Mr. Oharles Adams, as Vasco, it is perhaps unfair to express 
any opinion at present. His voice on Saturdsy hight was worn and 
fatigued. Few voices in the world, indeed, egn hold their own against 
the terrible weightof such an orchestra as thatover which Mr. Mollon 
80 spiritedly rules. Before the end of the second act Mr, Adams had 
sung bis voice away, and through the rest of the opera it was a 
struggle to make himself heard through the overwhelming volume of 
sound sent forth from tho orchestra. Never before was opera so 
Wwondrously embroidered with orchestral accompaniment, and the 
execute by Mr. Mellon’s superb band would purely have satistied 
the utmost éxaction of even the composer himself, Yo the orchestra 
Was accorded the honour of a double encore for its execution 
of the striking prelude to the fifth act. The chorus also 
achieved «a rapturous’ encore for its grand delivery of the 
ensemble “Thou, by all nations adord,” in the first act. Tho per- 
formance of the opera, a8 a whole, infact, was admirable, The mise 
enscene ig tio same as thatof the Italian version, and, in parts, sur- 
Prisingly gorgeous. Nothing could exceed the approbation with which 
the immeuaa audience applauded every portion of the porformance, 
and, no doubt, * LAfricaine” will, for many nights of tho season, 
draw bumper houses.

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PROPOSED MONUMENT TO SHAKESPEARE 
IN STRATFORD-ON-AVON. 

It will bo remembered, with reference to the Ter- 
centenary Shakespeare festival hold in Stratford-on- 
Avon, that the orection of a permanent memorial of the 
poet there was contemplated. A design by Mr, John 
Gibl a, of Oxford, was selected, anda subscription to 
defray the cost was commenced. We are now assured 
that earnest efforts are again being made to obtain 
funds, the late Mayor, Mr, E. Flower, and the present 
Mayor, Mr. James Cox, matorially assisting, and that 
the memorial will certainly be erected, We have in 
consequence engraved a view of the design, and now 
lay it before our readers. The total height will be 106 


feet ; the width at the bottom of the steps, 36 feet. The 
plan at tho floor-lino shows four buttresses, orna- 
mented with angular columns, capitals, and panels. 
Fach of the buttresses supports a pedestal, on which a 
largé statue will be placed. The momorial is not to 
be a solid structure, but so constructed at the lower 
part as toforma space inthe centre for a vaulted 
chamber, lighted by four windows, and entered by an 
arched doorway on one side only. This chamber is 
intended to contain a marble statue of Shakespeare, 
resting on a carved pedestal opposite the entrance. 
The walls of the chamber are to be historically treated, 
by tinted sculpture in bas-relief.’ Medallions of 
dramatic writers and actors are to fill the spandrils of 
the doors and windows, and other parts, both inter- 
nally and externally. ‘Cho form of the statue-chamber 
is indicated on the design outside, as it rises by various 
architectural lines, amidst which are four large gables, 
partly occupied by the arms of Shakespeare, sup ported 
vy dramatic characters. In the second stage more 
figures are shown, singly and in groups, illustrating 
personages in some of the chief plays of ancient Eng- 
lish life, some being under canopies. ‘The upper tier 
of statues is shown upon the third stage, which, with 
those below andthe crowning group at the top, St. 
George of England slaying the Dragon, number be- 
tween thirty and forty.

Imaum, tho late Mr. J. FY Herring’s colebrated 
white Arabian, was one of the four presented to H.M. 
the Queen, by the Tmaum de Muscat, some twenty.

Published his mode of treatment, which, according to the testimony of 
‘rmers, whose cattle have been under his care, certainly seemsto have 
tected a greater proportion of cures than the treatment with stimu- 
‘nts usually adopted. Assuming the disease to be, in its early stage, 
of a highly inflammatory nature, he has resorted to bleeding, with a 
Mall dose of arsenions acid, and ordinary sedative and fever medicine, 
4nd several beasts and cows so treated haye rapidly and completely 
Tecovered. The particulars of the cases are given in a special report 
'o Professor Simonds, which is now under the consideration of the 

"ivy Council.

A trotting match, for the above stakes, which has occasioned a great 
deal of interest among the sporting fraternity of Devon, came off on 
Monday last, between Mr. Paul Colling’s (Uxeter) Nipper, 14 hands 
2 inches high, and Mr. Jones's (Lopsham) Duchess, a mare of similar 
height, for £50 a side, the course being from Exeter to Plymouth, via 
Ashburton, a distance of forty-four miles. The horses were driven 
by their respective owners in traps specially adapted for the occasion. 
The match was announced to have taken place on tho previous Satur- 
day, but the inclemency of the weather was so great as to prevent it. 
The start was effected at the Alphington Turnpike-gate shortly after 
ten o'clock, in the presence of a large concourse of sporting characters, 
and a Ly number of bets were made, odds of 5 to 4 being offered in 
favour of Nipper. The horses got away in capital style, Duchess 
being full of mischief, her owner bavi g great difiiculty in preventing 
her breaking intoa canter, As it was she broke away several times 
during the first few miles, which, entailing the infliction of having to 
“turn round in each break,” threw her somewhat in the rear for a 
time. However, on arriving at Ashburton, about half way, they 
trotted out of the town together, amid the hearty plaudits of the good 
people of the place.
